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Even  though  the  Middle  East  is  constantly  in  the 
news,  there  is  very  little  real  understanding 
about  this  part  of  the  world  or  about  Islamic  civ- 
ilization in  general.  The  highly  charged  postwar 
situation  has  tended  to  create  a somewhat  dis- 
torted view  of  the  Middle  East,  and  to  obscure 
the  present  significance  of  the  historical  and 
cultural  heritage  of  Arab-Islamic  civilization. 

The  Middle  East  should  receive  adequate  atten- 
tion in  the  schools,  both  for  its  increasing  prom- 
inence in  international  affairs  and  for  the  rich, 
varied  and  important  cultural  history  it  presents. 
This  workshop  is  intended  to  serve  as  a starting 
point  for  such  a study.  Through  general  lectures 
on  geography,  history,  economics  and  culture, 
sessions  dealing  with  specific  topics  of  interest, 
and  the  provision  of  bibliographies  and  some  sug- 
gestions for  teaching  aids,  the  workshop  should 
provide  a useful  background  for  a more  informed 
approach  to  the  Middle  East  in  the  schools.
